SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last spring Brother Loughlan Solfield, 
from the Missionary Servant of the Most 
Holy Trinity spent an afternoon with our 
parish council, helping us to discern and 
understand more fully the role of the 
"pastoral council", which is much different 
from the role of a "parish council". Brother 
Loughlan was also the presenter for the 
Diocesan Pastoral Ministry Days on 
collaboration in Spearfish this past April. 

Brother Loughlan spent some time with 
us explaining that the work of the council 
must be steeped in a strong spirituality. A 
council must learn how to pray together 
and to share their love of Christ and the 
Church with one another. An Our Father or 
Hail Mary before each council meeting will 
not cut it when the council has been 
charged with the tremendous 
responsibilities of dealing with the pastoral 
matters of parish life. 

Brother Loughlan told a powerful story 
of how one council spent one one-third of 
every meeting in prayer, study and 
reflection, reliving the upper room 
experience. In the past, our parish council 
fell into the trap of apraying a quick Our 
Father or Hail Mary because we had so 
much business to get through. In addition, 
there was no room in the agenda for our 
personal faith sharing of Christ and the 
Church in our lives. 

Brother Loughlan's hope for pastoral 
councils is that they truly become an 
"upper room" experience, the upper room 
in which Jesus celebrated the last supper 
with his disciples. The upper room being 
the place where the disciples were engaged 
in constant prayer; discerned a replacement 
for Judas; the Holy Spirit was promised 
and descended upon them; the Resurrection 
was proclaimed; the Eucharist was 
instituted; the disciples were commissioned 
and sent forth to proclaim the Good News; 
the new commandment was proclaimed 
and modeled in the washing of the feet; and 
the disciples were given the power to 
forgive sins. Wow! There was a lot that 
happened in that upper room. 

Our parish council is now spending one- 
fourth or one-third of its time in prayer, 
study and reflection, helping us to be more 
attuned to the moving of the Holy Spirit in 
our lives and the life of our parish 
community. 

Next week we will look more closely at 
developing the spirituality of the parish 
council.
